There can be no recovery in Europe, the manifesto de- 


clares, until the politicians realize that "in times of peace 
our neighbors are customers and that their prosperity is a 
condition of our own well being."

"hole's"' in the corrupt practices act 
to get by on a big campaign pro- 
gram. 
The °cv. Mr. O'Brien also was 


quoted by these two witnesses as 
saying- that Julius Rosenwald. mil- 
lionaire Chicago merchant, was one 
of a group of rich men supporting 
the Magill 
candidacy as against 
Frank L. Smith, the republican sen- 
atorial nominee. 


Both Magill and the Rev. Mr. 
O'Brien were summoned to appear 
before the 
committee 
today 
for 
questioning as to the genesis of tha 
Magill candidacy and the financing 
that has been done to date. This 
may lead to the summoning of a 
number of other witnesses.

These figures are of little significance except for 


the relationship which they bear to Nebraska's prog- 
ress in highway development in comparison to neigh- 
boring commonwealths. 


Nebraska is behind Iowa, Kansas, Illinois, Mis- 


souri, Oklahoma, Colorado, Minnesota, and ''barely 
apace with Wyoming,-and the Dakotas. 


She has lagged in keeping step with these neighbor 


states because she was late in starting and she pro- 
ceeded most cautiously in the first few years, which 
was perfectly proper and commendable. But it Is not 
to the credit of this state to be behind. Highway 
development is a matter of first importance in the 
minds of the vast majority of people in the nation 
Those1 states with excellent roads are IOOKCC! upon 
as enterprising3' and 
progressive 
commonwealths. 


Those which are still laboilng under mud toads do 
not impress and command the same measure of re- 
spect from outside visitors. 
\ 


Nebraska is one oi' the few 
states in the union 


which has not made use of all of the federal funds 
available for highway development. The reason why 
she has not taken her entire share of federal aid is 


t because she has not provided a sufficient fund at all 


times to match the available appropriations from the 
Washington department. 


Nothing reveals this state's position in highway de- 


velopment more clearly than the comparison with 
Nebraska's neighbors. 
In Iowa in 1S25, $30,000,000 


was spent on good loads, or more than three times 
the sum which Nebraska spent, 
Hlinois spent 536,- 


1 000,000; Missouri $26,000,000 and Oklahoma $10,000.000. 


The first two are old and rich states, with great re- 
sources. It is not proposed there shall be any attempt 
to match expenditures in Nebraska. The program of 
the Good Roads association calls for less than half 
what Iowa spent in 1925, a xhird of what 
Illinois 


spent and less than half of what Missouri spent.

It is a sane and sensible position which the Kan- 


sas chancellor has taken, notwithstanding the criti- 
cisms so frequently voiced by educators that athletics 
is occupying too much of the time of American youth 
in college. No activity tends to develop the finest 
phases of college life more than football. It breeds 
devotion and reverence and fidelity to an institution. 
It develops a spirit of fairness and sportsmanship. 
It subjugates small and selfish interests to the welfare 
•of the whole. It prepares for citizenship in no less 
measure than the Ideals supposedly inculcated in tha 
class room. 


Chancellor Lindiey recognizes this side of athletics. 
He need offer no apology to the gloomy critics who 


have been shaking their heids over the discouraging 
aspect of a student body which seeminglv concen- 
trates its attention upon athletics.

to Nebraska that the Jayhawkers ere plotting a sur- 
prise reception when the Cornhuskers invade Law- 
rence next Saturday.
